"We do see better times,"

Miller said Michigan's fiscal 


future has brightened noticea- 
bly since the sacrifice and 
austerity of the past two years, 
making possible increased 
spending in several areas 
without an income tan hike. 


Milliken's budget now goes to 


the 
Democratic-controlled 


legislature, which will alter it 
and very likely increase spend- • 
ing. Passage of the budget is 
slated for summer, although 
parts may wait nearly until the 
end of the current fiscal year 
Sept. 30. 


Milliken also recommended 


the first stage of a "budget 
stabilization 
fund," 
under 


which the state would put 
money aside for use in bad 
economic times. The budget 
would divert $128.8. million to 
the new 'fund. That figure 
represents

between the $3,653 billion in 
spending

Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, 
the Carol inas, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio. Scattered plant closings 
were reported in New Jersey, 
Maryland, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Illinois and 
Indiana. 


The Federal Energy Ad- 


ministration also estimated that 
at least 300,000 workers were 
laid off during parts of last week 
because of the natural gas 
shortage. 


Carter said last Friday, his 


first full day in office, that he 
would ask Congress for emer- 
gency powers to deal with the 
natural gas shortage. He or- 
dered thermostats in all federal 
buildings lowered to 65 degrees 
by day and 55 at night, and 
urged all Americans to follow 
suit.

suppliers to move more gas onto 
the market — if they have it. 


Carter on Monday rescinded 
former President Gerald Ford s 
proposal to end price controls on 
gasoline, saying he wanted 
more time to review the action. 
Congress had been expected to 
kill the proposal anyway. Critics 
said it could raise prices at the 
pump by several cents. 


The White House said the 
President was not committing 
himself for or against gasoline 
decontrol. A Carter spokesman 
noted the natural gas shortage 
could affect the gasoline market 
because refineries may have to 
reduce production of gasoline in 
order to turn out more heating 
fuels.

House said. 


The Federal Power Commis­ 
sion said its reports from

shutdowns and layoffs involving 
possibly as many as a half 
million workers. At least 40,000 
students still were out of school 
because of the gas situation, the 
FPC said. 


The FPC said plant shut­ 
downs appeared most severe in 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, 
the Carolinas, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio. Scattered plant closings 
were reported in New Jersey, 
Maryland, West Virginia, Ken­ 
tucky, Tennessee, Illinois and 
Indiana.

ministration also estimated that 
at least 300,000 workers were 
laid off during parts of last week 
because of the natural gas 
shortage. 


Carter said last Friday, his 
first full day in office, that he 
would ask Congress for em er­ 
gency powers to deal with the 
natural gas shortage. He or­ 
dered thermostats in all federal 
buildings lowered to 65 degrees 
by day and 55 at night, and 
urged all Americans to follow 
suit.

High Prices Put Houses 
Beyond Reach Of Many 


It takes "a heap o' livin'" in a house 


to make it home, Edgar A. Guest once 
wrote. To which Ogden Nash added, it 


-takes "a heap o' payin'" too. But it 
-has never taken more money than it 
"(joes today. 
-: The average price of a new house in 
::tbe United States is approaching 
:$60,000. Monthly payments on the 
;average American home were $428 in 
•1976, including taxes, compared to 
3369 in 1973 and only .$142 in 1963. 
\"~The sbare of family income needed 
to pay for a home is rising so rapidly 


'^Jhat many younger, middle-income 


families find themselves priced out of 
•the housing market. Home prices have 
:-rjsen by ait average of 57 per cent 
•^since 1972, according to a recent 
::report by Stiff, Oakley and Marks, a 
New York City investment 
firm. 


Higher mortgage rates have driven 
total annual payments up twice as fast 
as income. The portion of the family 
budget devoted to housing payments is 
at least 31 per cent, compared to 25 
per cent four years ago. 


The price of a new house is a 


complex mixture of economic force.s 
ranging from the rising costs of 
lumber, labor, cement, energy and 
other commodities to the growing 
scarcity of usable land near many ci- 
ties. Efforts to protect the environ- 
ment and control suburban growth 
also have had an effect. And interest 
payments and taxes have skyrocketed.

"What we are 
looking at is the potential for a full- 
scale consumer revolt," said Kenneth 
W. Agid, the company's marketing 
director. 


Congress is likely to give housing a 


boost this year, possibly by providing 
for "flexible mortgages" whereby • 
first-time home buyers could make 
smaller monthly payments- In the 
early years and larger payments later 
on. Some lending institutions already 
are offering "interest only" mortgage 
plans to younger families, with no 
payment on the loan principal for five 
-years. 
, 


Another idea is allowing first-time 


buyers to set up "individual housing 
accounts" into which they deposit 
$2;500 a year, up to maximum of 
$10,000, to be used as a downpayment 
on a house. The money would be 
deductible for income-tax purposes. 
But only about 35 per cent of home 
purchasers are first-time buyers. 


Actually, credit measures that help 


more people buy homes are counter- 
productive. By increasing effective 
demand, they simply push prices 
higher and higher, making it ever 
more difficult for the average family 
to buy. The only thing that will bring 
the price of single-family housing 
back to reality is control of inflation. 
For that, government will have to 
reduce its spending. Houses may cost 
$200,000 apiece before that happens.

If the Soviet Union and its com- 


munist bloc allies did not take the 
Helsinki accords seriously — at least, 
not those accords which committed thj| 
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communist world to permit greater 
freedom of movement of its citizens — 
the Western signatories did. 
. For that reason a meeting scheduled 
for this summer by all the signatories 
to assess how well the accords have 
been honored should be most interest- 
ing. That is because ever since the 
Helsinki accords were signed the 
Soviet Union and its allies have been 
cracking down harder than before on 
dissidents .who either want out or 
simply want to speak their minds. 


As an example of how the com- 


munist states have interpreted the ac- 
cords, the regime in Poland has 
agreed to permit 125,000 ethnic Ger- 
mans to emigrate to West Germany — 
but only after West Germany agreed to 
ransom these unfortunate pawns for 
S600 million in cash and loans. 


Refugee ransoming is nothing new 


to the Moscow axis. In recent years 
West Germany has paid an estimated 
$240 million for about 6,000 East Ger- 
mans wishing to cross over the West. 
This practice would be an excellent 
topic to begin the Helsinki accords 
review later this year.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 


Some of President 
Jimmy 


Carter's people are refurbishing 
an idea for government regula- 
tory reform pushed without 
success by the Nixon adminis- 
tration — an idea so tilled with 
common sense, nevertheless, 
that it just might work if 
Congress and the bureaucracy 
can be persuaded to go along.

And no time ta- 
bles. But the longer a business- 
man dallied in getting on target, 
the more it would cost him.

But most businessmen 
I know complain less about the 
goals they’re required to meet 
— 
though 
there’s 
much 
complaint 
about 
the 
time 
allowed — than they do about 
the paper work and the rigid 
requirements laid down as to 
how they are to reach the 
desired ends. They complain 
bitterly too, as do some officials 
in the regulatory agencies, that 
the regulations are so rigidly 
and legalistically written that 
they are horrors. 


There’s a feeling among many 
businessmen and among some 
concerned officials themselves, 
that those who write the regula­ 
tions are less interested in 
results than in insuring that the 
business or factory regulated is 
going about improvement in the 
precise manner desired by the 
regulator in charge. 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) -

an idea for government regula­ 
tory reform pushed without 
success by the Nixon adminis­ 
tration — an idea so filled with 
common sense, nevertheless, 
that it just might work if 
Congress and the bureaucracy 
can be persuaded to go along. 


The approach, as conceived 
by 
the 
Nixon 
Council 
of 
Economic Advisers, and pushed 
again by Charles L. Schultze, 
head the CEA, would eliminate 
many of the detailed how-you- 
must-do-it rules now enforced 
by the regulatory agencies — 
prescribing what companies 
must do to reduct* pollution and 
to meet other health, safety and 
assorted social goals, and subs­ 
titute a graduated tax. The 
further a corporation missed 
the goals, the higher would be 
the tax. 


There would be little official 
concern or regulation on how 
industry must go about achiev­ 
ing the goals. And no time ta­ 
bles. But the longer a business­ 
man dallied in getting on target, 
the more it would cost him. 


Schultze is convinced millions 
could be saved in repetitious 
costly inspections, court cases 
and in the funds companies 
must now waste. This is the 
result of being forced to solve 
environmental, safety and other 
problems in awkward, inef­ 
ficient ways prescribed 
by 
bureaucratic teams which, all 
too 
frequently 
have 
little 
knowledge of 
industrial 
or 
transportation matters and even 
less 
understanding 
of 
the 
problems faced by a myriad of 
individual firms. 


Under the proposed reor­ 
ganization, as noted above, each 
company would be allowed — 
even encouraged — to reach 
solutions by any ingenious, 
unorthodox, 
money-saving 
approaches which management 
choose.

High Prices Put Houses 
Beyond Reach Of Many 


bought and sold. Last year 1.5 million 
new single-family homes and apart­ 
ment units were produced, up 24 per 
cent from 1975. The housing industry 
is expected to continue growing this 
year, although at not so rapid a pace. 
Total new housing starts will range 
between 1.7 million and 1.9 million in 
1977, according to most analysts. 


The nation’s hottest housing market 
is Southern California, where home 
prices have been rising as much as 
$1,000 a month — three times as fast 
as income during the last two years. 
Paul Opp, president of the Pacific 
Coast Builders Conference, believes 
that if the present cycle of inflated 
prices and frenzied buying continues, 
there will be few houses under $100,000 
in two years. 


Irvine Company, the builders of a 
new development near Los Angeles 
called Woodbridge, offered their first 
220 houses at prices from $50,000 to 
$90,000. They had 8,000 prospective 
buyers, and had to hold a lottery to 
determine priority. It took four years 
to plan the development and to obtain 
the required governmental approval, 
four months to build the houses, and 
four hours to sell them. “ What we are 
looking at is the potential for a full- 
scale consumer revolt,” said Kenneth 
W. Agid, the company’s m arketing 
director. 


Congress is likely to give housing a 
boost this year, possibly by providing 
for “ flexible m ortgages” whereby 
first-time home buyers could make 
sm aller monthly payments in the 
early years and larger payments later 
on. Some lending institutions already 
are offering “ interest only” mortgage 
plans to younger families, with no 
payment on the loan principal for five 
years. 


Another idea is allowing first-time 
buyers to set up “ individual housing 
accounts” into which they deposit 
$2,500 a year, up to m axim um of 
$10,(KM), to be used as a downpayment 
on a house. The money would be 
deductible for income-tax purposes. 
But only about 35 per cent of home 
purchasers are first-time buyers. 


Actually, credit measures that help 
more people buy homes are counter­ 
productive. By increasing effective 
demand, they simply push prices 
higher and higher, making it ever 
more difficult for the average family 
to buy. The only thing that will bring 
the price of single-family housing 
back to reality is control of inflation. 
For that, government will have to 
reduce its spending. Houses may cost 
$200,000 apiece before that happens. 


It takes “ a heap o’ livin ” in a house 
to make it home, Edgar A. Guest once 
wrote. To which Ogden Nash added, it 
takes “ a heap o’ payin’” too. But it 
has never taken more money than it 
does today. 


The average price of a new house in 
the United States is approaching 
$50,000. Monthly paym ents on the 
average American home were $428 in 
1976, including taxes, com pared to 
$309 in 1973 and only $142 in 1963. 


The share of family income needed 
to pay for a home is rising so rapidly 
that many younger, middle-income 
families find themselves priced out of 
the housing market. Home prices have 
risen by an average of 57 per cent 
since 1972, according to a recent 
report by Stiff, Oakley and Marks, a 
New York City investm ent firm . 
Higher mortgage rates have driven 
total annual payments up twice as fast 
as income. The portion of the family 
budget devoted to housing payments is 
at least 31 per cent, compared to 25 
per cent four years ago. 


The price of a new house is a 
complex mixture of economic forces 
ranging from the rising costs of 
lumber, labor, cement, energy and 
other commodities to the growing 
scarcity of usable land near many ci­ 
ties. Efforts to protect the environ­ 
ment and control suburban growth 
also have had an effect. And interest 
payments and taxes have skyrocketed.

Crunch Nearly Set 


Treatment Cutback 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - At 
the 
peak 
of 
last 
week’s 
statewide electrical emergency, 
Michigan officials were on the 
verge of ordering a major cut­ 
back in sewage treatment to 
conserve power. 


William Turney, director of 
the Department 
of Natural 


Resources’ environmental pro­ 
tection branch, confirmed Mon­ 
day that such a plan was nearly 
put into effect. 


“ We were responding to a 
request from the utilities to cut 
back on nonessentials," he said. 
“We notified (sewage) plants in 
the major cities to cut back to 


the extent they could on tertiary 
(the third and final treatment 
process) and told Detroit to 
stand by and get ready to pull 
the plug on secondary treat­ 
ment.” 


But the emergency ended 
shortly after the Detroit plant 
was put on standby, and the 
cutback never was ordered. 


One 
state 
environmental 
spokesman said the plan was 
“ heresy” and added that T ur­ 
ney had pulled it “from the seat 
of his pants.” 


Turney, who also is secretary 
of the state’s Water Quality 
Commission, 
conceded 
that 
procedures and documentation 
for 
such 
actions 
need 
strengthening. 


The Detroit plant placed on 
standby is the second largest in 
the world. 


Turney did not confer with 
DNR Director Howard Tanner 
or with Water Quality Commis­ 
sion members until after the 
plan was put into action, but his 
decision subsequently was en­ 
dorsed by both. 


Thomas Washington, director 
of the Michigan United Conser­ 
vation Clubs, told the commis­ 
sion it was “ shocking to me that 
this sort of decision would be 
made without going to the chief 
executive 
(Gov. 
William 
Milliken).” 


He said if the situation had 
been as serious as Turney in­ 
dicated, the governor should 
have been called back from his 
vacation in the Virgin Islands.

Rare Transplant Surgery 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A rare thymus gland transplant has 
been performed on a ly^-year-old Marshall, Mich., boy to 
strengthen the child’s immunity against infection and disease. 
The surgery — the first such operation in Michigan — was per­ 
formed on young Eric Metzger by a Michigan State University 
physician. "We think this transplant procedure is a significant 
new approach, a new therapy,” said the surgeon, Dr. Donald 
Kauman. in a copyrighted article in the Lansing State Journal. 
Eric, son of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Metzger, lacked the natural 
immunity mechanism that enables the body to make antibodies 
and protect against infection and disease, Kaufman said. The 
thymus gland, located in the chest cavity, is an important gland in 
the development of certain cells that fight infection, the doctor 
said. Eric has been doing well since the operation 10 days ago and 
might be able to return home this week Kauman said the child 
will have to Ik - watched closely for a long time, however.

Do You REMEMBER? 


Naturally much attention is 
now being focused upon Jimmy 
Carter’s nominees to Cabinet 
and other high posts, but before 
the new team , takes over it 
would be fitting to pay tribute to 
a Ford appointee who has per­ 
formed 
with 
quiet, 
almost 
unobstrusive brilliance. 


Few good words are said 
about bureaucrats these days, 
but in his short tenure as 
Transportation 
Secretary, 
William T. Coleman Jr. has set 
a standard for public servants 
which it would be difficult if not 
impossible to surpass. In mat­ 
ters both controversial and 
emotional, Coleman has acted 
with restraint, and with what 
can only be called inspired 
common sense. The intellectual 
style of his decisions has been in 
some ways more important than 
their content. 


Everyone recalls the passions 
that swirled around the super­ 
sonic Concorde. It would, said 
some, break our eardrum s, 
perhaps induce actual insanity. 
It would destroy the ozone layer, 
said others, and thus expose us 
to cancer-causing rays from 
space. 


Into these emotional fires­ 
torms 
strodd 
Secretary 
Coleman, 
cool, 
deliberate, 
reasoned. Last February, he 
made his first major decision: 
the Concorde would be allowed, 
on a 16-month trial basis, to 
land in Washington and New 
York. 


The statement Mr. Coleman 
made explaining his decision is 
a model of its kind — reasoned, 
free from jargon, civilized and 
readable: 


"If we would seek the truth 
about a number of controversial 
questions that surround this 
airplane, we must gain some 
experience... It may well be that 
further development of this 
(SST) 
technology 
is 
not 
economically sensible in the 
energy and environmentally 
conscious period in which we 
live. If so, then the Concorde 
will fail because it is an 
anachronism, and its failure 
will be recognized as such 
rather than attributed to an ar­ 


bitrary and protectionist atti­ 
tude of the United States.” 


Coleman’s 
intellectual 
elegance was further thrown in­ 
to relief by the style of his cri­ 
tics. The best Rep. Jam es 
Scheuer 
(D.-N.Y.) 
could 
muster, for example, was a sort 
of sputtering about Coleman’s 
“ outrageous 
decision" 
and 
“abuse of the public trust.” 


In his recent decision on au­ 
tomobile air bags, Coleman 
risked the fury of the Naderites 
but stuck to his reasoned and 
restrained approach. 


Although air bags are feasi­ 
ble, said Coleman, and though 
they might save 12,(MM) lives per 
year, still, he would not order 
them installed by bureaucratic 
fiat. Instead, he chose a two- 
year demonstration program 
with the goal of persuading the 
public of their value. 


Coleman mentioned the public 
furor over the seat-belt in­ 
terlock system mandated by 
Congress and then withdrawn. 
He noted that the installation of 
air bags would disrupt the 
present seat-belt system — 
which, in fact, should save more 
lives than the air bags. 


When was the last time a 
Federal bureaucrat chose per­ 
suasion over coercion? 


Coleman’s departure from the 
Federal norm here was so 
dramatic that». once again it 
stirred up the animals, both 
Nader 
and 
Scheuer 
loudly 
rattling the bars of their cages. 


"It 
is 
undisputed,” 
said 
Scheuer, “ that air bags promote 
safety, and the decision to go 
ahead is not one for the public 
any more than safety glass, 
back-up lights, direction sig­ 
nals, or padded dashes were.” 
There is the far more familiar 
style of official Washington. 


A short time ago, Coleman 
once again spoke in tones of 
reason, this time on the con­ 
troversial Westway highway 
project in New York City. 


Secretary Coleman will be 
missed. He has been so impres­ 
sive that it seems irrelevant anS 
even ridiculous to mention the 
fact that he was the only black 
member of the Ford Cabinet.

trodollars to buy the latest high 
fashions from Paris or Rome. 


‘We have to alter the dipping 
necklines und sleeveless arms 
to their traditionally restrained 
tastes, but they love our fabrics 
and designs,” said Galitzine, 
who dresses the daughter of 
King Khaled of Saudi Arabia. 


principal competitors,” says he. 
“are the automobile and frene­ 
tic living. The embankments 
have been widened for motor 
traffic by encroaching on the 
sidewalks where we are ins­ 
talled. Parking is forbidden and 
people swish by ever faster 
without stopping. And our stalls 
are often splashed by puddles of 
water in the gutters.” 


To protect their wares, the 
booksellers cover them with 
cellophane. This deprives the 
potential buyer of the joys of 
looking, 
musing, 
ferreting, 
turning over the pages of a 
book. 


Maurice Korth, president of 
the 
secondhand 
booksellers 
syndicate, explains that rare 
editions, anyway, are more and 
more scarce. 


But apparently all is not lost. 
Just as out at the Flea Market 
— once in a great while — the 
lucky buyer will happen on a 
rare bargain, so it is with the 
Seine booksellers. And a new 
market has developed from the 
present interest in retrospec­ 
tives of all kinds, such as the 
stylized publication of what is 
called “La Belle Epoque” (turn 
of the century), magazines and 
the grandfathers of today’s 
comic strips. But the marked- 
down book which provided 
much of the stock of the books­ 
talls can now be obtained in the 
conventional bookshops. And 
sometimes at a lower price. 


So now bookstalls sell, in ad­ 
dition 
to 
books, 
gimcrack 
souvenirs. It is signifie to at­ 
tract 
a 
newcomer 
to 
the 
business which, in the old days, 
would sometimes reveal an 
owner more erudite than his 
customers. Anyway, no one 
under 00. 


One consolation, however, ac­ 
cording to another of the elders, 
is the prestige this profession 
still enjoys abroad and in the 
provincial towns. Said another 
sage: "It is on the banks of the 
Seine that maybe the last free 
men are to be found.” 


A recent phenomenon is the 
appearance of collectors of 
“kitsch” postal cards. They dig 
down deep into the stalls of fhe 
“ bouquinistes” (booksellers) 
and 
secondhand 
shops, 
in 
search of treasures. They vary 
from the lady who looks for all 
reproductions of graveyards 
and tombstones (she already 
owns 40,000) to a fanatic for any 
card portraying a good-luck 
symbol such as a four leaf 
clover. But the most extraor­ 
dinary of them all is the man 
reported to have a million postal 
cards stashed away in a hangar. 


Then there are the youngsters 


— 18 to 25 — who pounce on any 
and every ridiculous sentimen­ 
tal production which flourished 
between the years 1925 and 1930. 
They laugh themselves sick at 
the handsome 
matinee idol 
IKising a la Rudolph Valentino, 
or the well-upholstered beauty 
in a languorous pose, feathers in 
bouffant hairdo, clasping a 
naive bouquet. Then there are 
the beauties in black tights — 
considered “daring” in those 
non-permissive times (it was 
against the law to sell nude pic­ 
tures publicly). They share 
honors with 
the handsome 
World War I “ poilu” in his 
horizon blue uniform, and with 
couples clasped in each others’ 
arms. 


The captions are just as 
kitschy — “ Yours For Ever and 
Ever,” or “ In Memory of our 
Idyll I feel more virile and am 


fighting hard ” 


Collectors pay no attention to 
the quality of the image, nor tin* 
colors, which go from black and 
sepia to the sickly combinations« 
of greens, pinks and blues in the 
worst possible taste. 


At some secondhand dealers, 
the cards are thrown pell moll 
into boxes and a collector can 
take all the time he needs to 
ferret out what he is looking for 
— prices vary according to 
whether the postals are unused 
or written on — between 25 and 
45 cents. With some specialists, 
who take the trouble to sort out 
their collections, the 1930 vin­ 
tage of amorous couples cost 
from 35 cents to $1. The ladies in 
tights sometimes go for $2.

That's Milliken's suggested 


combined spending level for 
Stale Police and corrections — 
a 25 per cent jump over the 
current fiscal year. 


The state's share would be

from this year. 


To help foot the bill, Milliken 


wants J31.3 million of (he police 
budget to come from the 
Transportation Trust Fund, 
supported by gasoline taxes, 
license plate fees and similar 
revenues. 


His rationale, for spending

The proposed State Police 


budget is $99.6 million, up about 
27.7 per cent from this fiscal 
year.

hearings on a federal proposal to dump nuclear waste in Michigan 
is scheduled for Alpena on Feb. 9. Craig Nern, an aide to the 
governor's task force on Nuclear Waste Disposal, announced the 
Alpena liearing on Monday. Nern said other hearings are expected 
later in the Detroit and Lansing areas. The Alpena session is 
designed to allow area residents to question task force members. 
On Dec. 8. the task force gave conditional approval for federal of- 
ficials to test Michigan salt deposits as possible dumping sites. A 
U.S. Energy Research and Development Administration study has 
listed the Alpena area as one of Michigan's best sites for disposing 
of the radioactive waste.

New Paralysis Cases 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Two new cases of the paralyzing 


Guillain-Barre syndrome have been uncovered in Michigan in the 
last month, bringing to 30 the number of state victims since Oct. 
1. Twenty of the victims had received swine flu vaccinations, the 
state health department said. One unvaccinated person died of the 
disease. A national increase in the rare disease prompted the 
cancellation at the nation's swine flu inoculation program while 
scientists study the possibility of a link between the disease and 
the vaccinations. State officials said §81 cases of GuiUaln-Barre" 
were reported nationally between Oct. 1, when the swine flu 
program started, and Jan. 10 Of those, 295 had received the swine 


~ flu vaccine. In Michigan, 13 persons are known to have developed 
Guillaln-Barre in the three months before the swine flu program 
started, the state says. 


Draft Evaders Visiting 


DETROIT (AP) — So far only flve draft evaders have broken 


their self-imposed exiles in Canada to cross into the U.S. at Detroit 
following President Jimmy Carter's weekend pardon order. Lon- 
nie McDaniel, assistant director of the U.S. Immigration Sen-ice 
bureau in Detroit, said all five indicated to customs officers that 
they planned only to visit their families and return to Canada, and 
would not slay in this country. Immigration officers said the five 
crossed in the Detroit area, either via the Detroit-Windsor tunnel 
or the Ambassador Bridge which link Detroit and Windsor, Ont. 
None had sought to cross at Port Huron or Sauit Ste. Marie by 
Monday, officials said. McDaniel said three of those who re-en- 
tered the U.S. were American citizens. The other two were aliens 
who had been living in the United States but who fled to Canada 
when their draft numbers came up, McDaniel said. Immigration 
Inspector Kim Ogden declined lo make public the names or des- 
tination of the five. 


Crim's School Aid Plan 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A school funding plan intended to 


encourage local tax reductions has been outlined by House 
Speaker Bobby Crim, D-Davison. The proposal, howerer, calls for 
$13 million in extra state spending in 1977-78. Gov. William 
Milliken, meanwhile, has proposed another year of the current 
spending plan, with increased funding. Crim said his proposal 
WDUld reduce the discrepancies in funding between high-millagc 
and low-millage districts, and encourage districts to reduce their 


_ property tax millages without loss of revenue. Under current law, 


the state guarantees each school district $43.90 per'pupil for each 
mill up to 20 mills, and $39.60 per pupil on each of the next 8 mills.

• served 30 years in the Senate, declined to comment on the ruling. 


The case began when a Lansing court reporting firm complained 
to the bar that Brown's check to pay for ordered transcripts of 
.Public-Service Commission proceedings bad bounced. Brown 
later failed to respond to grievance board inquiries. In addition to 
the censure, the board ordered Brown to pay $156 for the 
transcript of proceedings. Richard Senter, ihc board's adminis- 
trator, said Brown's refusal to cooperate with the investigalion of 
the complaint was a "minor, but conclusive misconduct." The 
reprimand carries no additional penalty, but it will be considered 
if Brown has future complaints before the bar, Senter.said.

There are long-standing disagreements 
between Michigan National and state banking officials. At issue is 
a state law prohibiting the operation of branch banks outside a 
25-mile radius of the home office. Michigan National has skirted 
the law by establishing separate banks with similar names and 
branches in various cities.

First N-Dump Hearing 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The first of at least three public 
hearings on a federal proposal to dump nuclear waste in Michigan 
is scheduled for Alpena on Feb. 9. Craig Nern, an aide to the 
governor’s task force on Nuclear Waste Disposal, announced the 
Alpena hearing on Monday. Nern said other hearings are expected 
later in the Detroit and Lansing areas. The Alpena session is 
designed to allow area residents to question task force members. 
On Dec. 8, the task force gave conditional approval for federal of­ 
ficials to test Michigan salt deposits as possible dumping sites. A 
U.S. Energy Research and Development Administration study has 
listed the Alpena area as one of Michigan's best sites for disposing 
of the radioactive waste.

New Paralysis Cases 


LANSLNG, Mich. (AP) — Two new cases of the paralyzing 
Guillain-Barre syndrome have been uncovered in Michigan in the 
last month, bringing to 30 the number of state victims since Oct. 
1. Twenty of the victims had received swine flu vaccinations, the 
state health department said. One unvaccinated person died of the 
disease. A national increase in the rare disease prompted the 
cancellation of the nation’s swine flu inoculation program while 
scientists study the possibility of a link between the disease and 
the vaccinations. State officials said 581 cases of Guillain-Barre 
were reported nationally between Oct. 1, when the swine flu 
program started, and Jan. 10.

Lon­ 
nie McDaniel, assistant director of the U.S. Immigration Service 
bureau in Detroit, said all five indicated to customs officers that 
they planned only to visit their families and return to Canada, and 
would not stay in this country'. Immigration officers said the five 
crossed in the Detroit area, either via the Detroit-Windsor tunnel 
or the Ambassador Bridge which link Detroit and Windsor, Ont. 
None had sought to cross at Port Huron or Sault Ste. Marie by 
Monday, officials said. McDaniel said three of those who re-en- 
tered the U.S. were American citizens. The other two were aliens 
who had been living in the United States but who fled to Canada 
when their draft numbers came up, McDaniel said. Immigration 
Inspector Kim Ogden declined to make public the names or des­ 
tination of the five. 


Crimes School Aid Plan 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A schcMil funding plan intended to 
encourage local tax reductions has been outlined by House 
Speaker Bobby Crim, D-Davison. The proposal, however, calls for 
$13 million in extra state spending in 1977-78. Gov. William 
Milliken, meanwhile, has proposed another year of the current 
spending plan, with increased funding. Crim said his proposal 
would reduce the discrepancies in funding between high-millage 
and low-nullage districts, and encourage districts to reduce their 
property tax nullages without loss of revenue. Under current law, 
the state guarantees each school district $43.90 per pupil for each 
null up to 20 mills, and $39.W) per pupil on each of the next 8 mills. 
The guarantee levels are slated to increase in 1977-78 to $47 per 
null for the first 20 mills and $42.40 on the next 10. Under Crim’s 
plan, the state would guarantee each mill at about $40 per pupil. 
In addition, a flat amount of $1K4 per pupil would be addict, 
regardless of millage.

No Big Flu 
Outbreak 
In Nation

Although officials in 10 states 
and the District of Columbia are 
reporting confirmed cases of 
Influenza B, the national Center 
for Disease Control say s there is 
no significant flu outbreak in 
the nation. 


In Colorado, Dr. Robert Fon­ 
taine, a state epidemiologist, 
said nearly 500 cases of flu-like 
illness had been reported from 
two Colorado counties He said 
the state has confirmed the 
presence of the B-type flu virus. 


Dr. Fontaine said so far this 
year, without counting recent 
illnesses in the two counties, 
there have been 1,900 uncon­ 
firmed. flu-like illnesses across 
Colorado. This compared with 
613 cases for the first 24 days of 
January 1976 


Other confirmed cases of B- 
type 
influenza 
have 
been 
reported in Tennessee, Penn­ 
sylvania. Georgia, California, 
Michigan. 
Alaska,

Carolina,

The

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court today struck 
down a federal court’s plan to 
integrate Indianapolis schools 
by busing black students to 
surrounding, 
predominantly 
white school districts. 


The court sent the case back 
to a lower court after being told 
by the Justice Department and 
state officials in Indiana that the 
court-ordered, 
inter-district 
busing was not necessary to 
overcome segregation in the 
nation’s 29th largest school sys­ 
tem. 


By a 6-3 vote, the court told 
the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals to take a new look at the 
desegregation case in light of 
recent Supreme Court rulings 
that discriminatory intent must 
be proved before the courts can 
take action. Justices William J.

Thurgood 
Marshall and John Paul Stevens 
dissented. 


Officials have estimated that 
the Indianapolis desegregation 
plan would require the busing of 
about 10,000 black youngsters.

Stabler Hickok Pro Athlete Of Year 


NEW YORK (AP) — Football player Ken Stabler has made the 
biggest catch of his career — the bejeweled Hickok belt. 


The brilliant quarterback who led the Oakland Raiders to the 
Super Bowl championship earlier this month was named the 1976 
Hickok Professional Athlete of the Year Monday. 


Stabler’s personal victory was a lot tougher than the Raiders’ 
32-14 rout of the Minnesota Vikings in Super Bowl XI on Jan. H in 
Pasadena, Calif. This year’s Hickok voting by a nationwide panel 
of sports writers and broadcasters was one of the most wide-open 
in the 27-year history of the prestigious award. 


The 32-year-old Stabler, the first Hickoek recipient who failed to 
win any of the 12 monthly competitions, received 31 first-place 
votes and 135 points. It gave him a seven-point margin over Joe 


Morgan, the second baseman of the world champion. Cincinnati 
lieds. Morgan, who also failed to win a monthly competition, 
received 28 first-place votes and 128 points. 


Stabler led the Raiders to a 13-1 regular-season record as the top 
passer in the National Football League. The bearded southpaw 
quarterback completed 194 passes in 291 attempts for a 66.7 per­ 
centage. 2,737 yards and 27 touchdowns. He then guided Oakland 
to playoff victories over New Engand and Pittsburgh before the 
rousing Super Bowl triumph. 


Tennis star Chris Evert became the highest-placed woman in 
Hickok history, receiving 24 first-place votes and 1081/2 points 
while golfer Judy Rankin got one first-place vote worth five points. 
The only other two women ever to get Hickok votes were the late 


Babe Didrikson Zahanas, a golfer, who got a first-place vote and 
12 points in 1950, and tennis player Billie Jean King, who got one 
point in 1974. 


Rookie pitcher Mark Fidrych finished fourth with 15 firstplace 
ballots and 92 points; Jimmy Connors, the Wimbledon and U.S. 
Open tennis champion, was next with 14 and 72^ and running back 
O.J. Simpson of the Buffalo Bills was sixth with nine and 69. 


Rounding out the top 10 were catcher Johnny Bench of Cincin­ 
nati, pitcher Randy Jones of San Diego, quarterback Bert Jones of 
Baltimore and U.S. Open golf champion Jerry Pate. 


A record total of 24 athletes received first-place votes, and a total 
of 49 received points. Stabler will receive the Hickok Belt, valued 
at upwards of $20,000, at the 42nd annual dinner of the Touchdown 
Club of Washington next Saturday night in the nation’s capital.

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Alterations On NFL Pro Bowl Urged

NEW YORK (AP) — Super Bowl hero Fred Biletnikoff con­ 
siders the Pro Bowl a tad to the pro football season that should 
be either retailored or chopped off completely. 


“The season is too long and demanding already,” the rangy 
wide receiver of the champion Oakland Raiders said. “ If the 
Pro Bowl must continue 1 think two changes should be made: 
“One, the teams should be picked by the players alone, not 
the coaches; two, the prize money should be increased to make 
playing in the game worthwhde. 


“ As it is, players who don’t qualify for the playoffs are 
compelled to keep in shape for an extra month. The players’ 
purse is ridiculous. When I played in Miami, it cost me $8110 
out of my pocket.” 


Biletnikoff said if the team selections were confined to the 
players there would be a greater number of younger men 
chosen.

“ The Inclination has been,“ he added, "to keep bringing 
back the same old names because they are better known to the 
public. From experience, I have found tiiat most players are 
tired of football by the time they reach the game. They just go 
through the motions. None wants to take a chance on getting 
hurt.” 


He defended those players who have been criticized for not 
competing once picked. Fran Tarkcnton. quarterback of 
Minnesota’s beaten Super Bowl Vikings, came in for par­ 
ticular abuse this year for begging off. “ It’s unfair," Bilet­ 
nikoff said. “ Nobody should feel bound to play." 


The current Pro Bowl pay scale is $2,000 for each man on the 
winning team. $1,500 for the losers. The game is anti-climactic 
although it produces revenue for the players’ pension fund. 


“ Players on the winning team should get at least as much as 
the losers of the Super Bowl,” Biletnikoff insisted, "and those 
who lose rewarded proportionately.” That would fix the pay 
scale at around $7,500, the Super Bowl losers' share, and 


$5,000. 


The sure-fingered veteran out of Erie, Pa., and Florida State 
University w a s in New York Monday to make some shirt 
commercials with Joe Namath and to be anointed again by 
Sport Magazine as the Most Valuable Player of the 1977 Super 
Bowl. 


In the Super Bowl. Biletnikoff caught four p a s s e s for 79 
yards, three receptions leading to touchdowns in the 32-14 rout 
of the Vikings. 


A Ion« drink of water at 6-foot-l and 190 pounds with the 
speed of a skinny mule, Biletnikoff developed his raw skills by 
bouncing the odd-shaped football off garage walls, practicing 
deft cuts and second-base slides and massaging his hands with 
something like molasses. 


Now at age 33. with 1'J years’ pro experience, the game's 
most underrated receiver has adjusted his sights. 


“ Two more years,” he said, looking at his pretty wife, Jen­ 
nifer, “ and that’s it."

For the seventh consecutive 
year, the "quality of life" in the 
United States, measured by 
•seven environmental yards­ 
ticks, continued in its downward 
trend in 1976, the National 
Wildlife Federation reports. 
; Conditions improved in only 
two environmental areas — air 
• quality (for the second consecu­ 
tive year) and forest resources, 
according to the survey. Five 
other 
indicators 
— 
water 
quality, wildlife, living space, 
soil and minerals — slipped 
again. 


The Environmental Quality 
Index slipped to 347 (on a scale 
of 700) — three points below the 
1975 Index and 48 points below 
the first EQI in 1969. The EQI, 
; regarded as a useful and 
authoritative indicator by many 


government agencies as well as 
conservation groups, is based in 
part on statistics and partly on 
informed subjective judgments 
by NWF experts, who consult 
with government, industrial and 
academic researchers. 


All seven indicators have 
declined since the first National 
Wildlife 
survey 
reported: 
“ America is in trouble . . . 
Apathy is our biggest problem.” 


Here are summaries of the 
EQI findings in each resource 
area: 


AIR

Condemnation Is Dropped 


* The Department of Natural Resources has ended efforts to 
obtain the Harrington property through condemnation for the 
Allegan State Game Area. 


But the issue isn’t dead. Clare Harrington has filed a counter­ 
suit against the DNR in which he seeks damages as the result of 
the washout of a department-built dam.

Smith rejected 
it and once again demanded the white-dominated interim regime 
proposed to him by Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger last 
summer. . 


The loader of the Rhodesian whites said in a broadcast Monday 


night the British plan would turn the government over to a "a 
Marxist-indoctrinated minority." He urged "moderate" black and 
white Rhodesians to "come together within their'own country and 
solve the problem among themselves." He also vowed a "new and 
tougher line" against the insurgents who for tour years have 
waged a guerrilla war along Rhodesia's borders with Mozam- 
bique, ZanibU and Botswana, its blwk-raled neighbors. 


It was the fifth time since Smith's declaration of independence 


in Nov. 11,1965, that international efforts failed to bring about a 
constitutional settlement in Rhodesia.. Crosland said Smith's 
decision could have "calamitous results." He urged him to "have 
second thoughts and not to close the door irrevocably to any 
further discussion of the British proposals." 


The foreign secretary said he Instructed Bichard to seek help

Her Firm Readying New Sitcoms

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Grant 
Tinker, husband of Mary Tyler 
Moore, didn’t get coy when 
asked if he ever thought their 
creation of MTM Enterprises in 
1970 to make CBS ‘‘Mary Tyler 
Moore Show” would lead to so 
much. 


‘‘I don’t want to have seemed 
too clairvoyant, but the idea 
certainly was to start a viable 
production company, and to do 
that you need to have several 
projects going at one time,” he 
said. 


‘‘So the answer is yes.” 
Since MTM’s first series, it’s 
made seven others, two of them 
spin-offs, 
“ Rhoda” 
and 
“ Phyllis,” 
and 
the 
rest 
originals. “ The Bob Newhart 
Show,” “ Doc,” 
“ The Tony 
Randall Shgw,” the Paul Sand 
and Bob Crane shows and

“Texas Wheelers.” 


The last three flopped and 
CBS axed “ Doc” late last year. 
But the success of the others 
leaves MTM Enterprises still 
one of Hollywood’s hottest si­ 
tuation comedy concerns. 


Come Feb. 4, Miss Moore 
whose show started it all, films 
the 168th and last episode of her 
Emmy-winning series. After 
seven successful seasons, she 
wants to move on to other things 
in TV. 


Alhough what Tinker calls 
“ our flagship show” will end, 
their company won’t, despite 
the loss of four of its writer- 
producers 
to 
ABC 
and 
Newhart’s recent decision to 
quit after this season. 


In addition to MTM's return­ 
ing 
series, 
there’ll 
be 
an 
hourlong CBS series with Ed 
Asner, Mary’s newsroom boss, 
as a Washington, D C., news­ 
paper editor. Plus work on a 
comedy pilot for Betty White, 
another regular on the “ Mary 
Tyler Moore Show.” 


Also afoot: a trio of daytime 
game show projects, three more 
comedy pilots, a 12-hour adap­ 
tion of the novel, “ Boys and 
Girls Together,” a TV movie, 
plus two variety specials and a 
TV dram a for Miss Moore on 
CBS next season. CBS also can 
ask her for another series. 


All this was planned as far 
back as two years ago, Tinker 
said, “so we don’t get quite so 
typed or labeled as we have 
been — as situation comedy 
specialists — in the past. 


“ I think we’re beginning to 


work a variety of streets.” 


A big hole in the sunniest side 
of MTM’s street may be caused 
by Newhart. Early this month, 
he said he’s leaving his hit 
show, now in its fifth season.

Eyeglass Probe Underway 


WASHINGTON (AP — A Senate subcommittee is going after the 
eyeglasses industry, which Sen. Gaylord Nelson suspects of 
charging consumers artificially high prices. Nelson, a Wisconsin 
Democrat, said that a preliminary investigation for his Senate 
subcommittee on monopoly found a wide range of prices for the 
same quality eyeglasses. But laws in 40 states prohibit opticians 
from advertising so consumers can shop for the best buys, he said. 
Nelson indicated prices could be the reason that less than 68 per 
cent of non-white Americans over age 45 wear glasses, compared 
with 90 per cent of whites in that age group. The Nelson subcom­ 
mittee will hold public hearings on Feb. 1 and 2 with testimony 
from the Federal Trade Commission and from various govern­ 
ment purchasing agencies.

MOUNT CLEMENS, Mich. (AP) — Macomb County Prosecutor 
George Parris has asked St. Clair Shores police to halt showings of 
a film on rape. “ Rape is a serious matter, not a laughing matter, 
” Parris said. “ Believe me, to a victim and her family, it is no 
joke.” St. Clair Shores police said they would review their com­ 
mitment to the movie in light of of P arris’ objections. A local 
women’s group protested use of the film, which is based on a 50- 
minute talk given to a group of New York college students in 1975 
by lecturer Frederick Storaska. Police officials said the film, en­ 
titled ‘How to Say No to a Rapist and Survive,” was designed to 
teach women how to handle themselves in case of a rape attempt. 
Parris said the film was “ frivolous and offered little instruction to 
a potential victim.”

Q. I’ve been advised to invest 
in a mutual fund which is part 
of a large family of funds — 
growth, income, bond. etc. — 
and that I should switch to a 
conservative fund in advance of 
a down market, and vice versa. 
Who is going to tell me when to 
switch? 
And 
if 
everyone 
switches at the same time, what 
happens to the fund 
being 
liquidated? 


A. Your questions illustrate 
the vast gulf between theory and 
practical fact. 


All 
these 
guidelines 
on 
switching from A to B and back 
again assume an ability to fine- 
tune the securities 
market 
which simply does not exist. A 
“down market,” for example, is 
never so obvious as it is three 
months after its beginning. 


Of course, experts do guess. 
And some are right and some 
are wrong. Do you think for one 
moment that so many large 
foundation and education insti- 
tution portfolios would have 
remained heavily in common 
stock in 1973 if their managers 
foresaw a “down market"? 


Secondly, 
if mutual 
fund 
managements — which manage 
all these various types of funds 
— had foreseen the drastic 
decline, wouldn't they have 
shifted to far more conservative 
postures? So what is this non­ 
sense of switching back and 
forth among various funds w hen 
the Itin«l managers themselves 
haven’t nailed down the perfect 
approach? 


I don't blame you for seeking 
loss-proof formulas Who likes 
to lose money? You'd hav e to be 
in the 125 per cent income tax 
bracket to profit by it. 


If you are going to invest m 
securities — in any form — 
please be advised that you are 
oing to have to face up to risks.

<). I attended a brokerage 
firm seminar. The speaker said 
he had three-fourths of his 
securities in mutuals because 
he found they had performed 
better that he could. Asked 
whether they were “load or “no 
load” he said. “There is no 
difference. 
Thev 
get 
theirs 
either way.” I can't agree. 


A Neither do 1 It is true that 
managements of all mutual 
funds — load or no load — do get 
a management fee. But it is also 
true that the buyer ol a load 
fund will pay up to 9 per cent 
additional m no load funds. I am 
not going to get in to a debate on 
salesm an’s commissions. The 
real question is whether you — 
the investor — have “ to be 
sold.” If you do. pay the com­ 
mission. 


As to this broker’s personal 
investments; I'm quite sure 


some brokers don’t do as well 
for themselves as mutuals can 
do for them. (And if he talks 
funds to you. you can bet 99-1 
that they are load funds.)

Man Is Called 'Menace' | 


. GRAMJ RAPIDS, Midi. (AP) — A Holland nun described by a 
judge as "a menace to the community" has drawn prison terms 
after being convicted in two traffic deaths.-Kent Count}' Circuit 
Court Judge George Cook made the comments while sentencing 
Gerrit J. Bronklwrst, 40. Brunkhorsl drew concurrent terms 
ranging from seven to 15 years for involuntary manslaughter. 
"The one word that can best explain your action is the word 
'slaughter,' which appears in the charges for which you are about 
to be sentenced," Cook told Bronkhorst. Bronkhorst was convicted' 
of killing Maria Rodriquez, 28, of Kalamazoo and 26-year-old Paul 
Hoas of Muskegon, in a crash on U.S. 131 Aug. 8. Witnesses tes- 
tified Bronkhorst's car was going up to 100 m p.h. when it 
slammed into the woman's auto and sent it sailing into UK path of 
Hues' oncoming car. The sentencing does not end Bronkhorst's 
legal problems. Immediately afterward, an assistant prosecutor 
charged Bronkborst with a "fourth felony" which could lead to a 
life sentence. Bronkhorst, who previously has served sentences for 
unarmed robbery, burglary, and conspiracy, stood mute to the 
latest charge.

When President Ford signed 


the Metric Conversion Act, a 
scholarly scientific journal took 
note and called it "a milestone 
in 
the 
history 
of U.S. 


measurement." 


Needless to say. the mail from 


its scientific readers showed 
great delight. While the nation 
was shifting to kilometers, the 
readers said, toe journal was 
bogged down in milestones. 


One 
suggested 
using 


kilometer-stone and another 
suggested metric rock. 


The writer of the editorial 


replied that the word milestone 
will remain in the English 
xiwm long alter mile becomes 
archaic, and suggested that the 
only metric rock in our future 
might be a new genre of modern 
music. 


So, likely, no one's going to 


change the Id-gallon hat, the 
foot-long hot dog, the pound 
cake or the inch worm; nor will 
an ounce of prevention fail to 
outweigh a pound of cure; nor 
will people cease refusing to 
budge an inch, and tboee who do 
will still complain that having 
yielded that mite, their op- 
ponent has taken a mile. 


For those in technical jobs, 


there wilt be a need for exten- 
sive training, no doubt. But for 
most Americans, a dozen or so 
of the new metric terms will 
suffice. 


Three basic unite will prevail. 


— the meter, the liter and the 
gram — and three common 
prefixes will be required — 
millt. cenli, and kilo. 


One will also hare to get used 


to a different 
system of 


measuring temperature — the 
Celsius system, formerly called 


Second In 
A Series 


centigrade. 
Under 
today's 


Fahrenheit system, 25 degrees 
is cold. But in Celsius, one can 
sunbathe when the day is 29. 


Even George Washington, in 


his first address to Congress, 
suggested the United States find 
a more reliable system of 
weights and measures. 


But, one ofthe reasons these 


200 years did not produce 
change is that much of U.S. 
trade used to be with countries 
of the British Commonwealth, 
which used the same units — 


inches, fe«, yards. 


Now 
the 
Commonwealth 


countries hare gone metric too. 
And the United Slates is alone 
among the industrial nations 
still measuring the old way. 


Until 1879, the debate was 


between people who feared the 
changeover would be abrupt and 
mandatory, and those who felt 
the nation would only drift along 
toward a metric system. The 
path taken by Congress is 
somewhere in between, with the 
timing remaining in the hands 
of those most affected by the 
changes. 
. 


Some things won't change at 


all, at least not for a long time, 
simply because the change 
would be too exuensivp 


It isn't likely anyone will 


change the length of a football 
field, a baseball diamond, a 
basketball 
court, 
bowling 


alleys, or boxing rings. 


But on the other hand, the 


Olympics already have moved 
to tlie 100-meter dash, and 
standardized metric events in 
swimming and track and field. 


Many packages in super- 


markets already carry both

will be anything but gradual.

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Shift To Metrics Will Come Gradually

When President Ford signed 
the Metric Conversion Act, a 
scholarly scientific journal took 
note and called it “a milestone 
in 
the 
history 
of 
U.S. 
measurement.” 


Needless to say, the mail from 
its scientific readers showed 
great delight. While the nation 
was shifting to kilometers, the 
readers said, the journal was 
bogged down in milestones. 


One 
suggested 
using 
kilometer-stone and another 
suggested metric rock. 


The writer of the editorial 
replied that the word milestone 
will remain in the English 
idiom long after mile becomes 
archaic, and suggested that the 
only metric rock in our future 
might be a new genre of modern 
music. 


So, likely, no one’s going to 
change the 10-gallon hat, the 
foot-long hot dog, the pound 
cake or the inch worm; nor will 
an ounce of prevention fail to 
outweigh a pound of cure; nor 
will people cease refusing to 
budge an inch, and those who do 
will still complain that having 
yielded that mite, their op­ 
ponent has taken a mile. 


For those in technical jobs, 
there will be a need for exten­ 
sive trainjng, no doubt. But for 
most Americans, a dozen or so 
of the new metric terms will 
suffice. 


Three basic units will prevail. 
— the meter, the liter and the 
gram — and three common 
prefixes will be required — 
milli. centi, and kilo. 


One will also have to get used 
to

of 
measuring temperature — the 
Celsius system, formerly called

centigrade. 
Under 
today’s 
Fahrenheit system, 25 degrees 
is cold. But in Celsius, one can 
sunbathe when the day is 25. 


Even George Washington, in 
his first address to Congress, 
suggested the United States find 
a more reliable system of 
weights and measures. 


But, one of the reasons these 
200 years did not produce 
change is that much of U.S. 
trade used to be with countries 
of the British Commonwealth, 
which used the same units — 


inches, feet, yards. 


Now 
the 
Commonwealth 
countries have gone metric too. 
And the United States is alone 
among the industrial nations 
still measuring the old way. 


Until 1975, the debate was 
between people who reared the 
changeover would be abrupt and 
mandatory, and those who felt 
the nation would only drift along 
toward a metric system. The 
path taken by Congress is 
somewhere in between, with the 
timing remaining in the hands 
of those most affected by the 
changes. 


Some things won’t change at 
all, at least not for a long time, 
simply because the change 
would be too exDensive 


It isn’t likely anyone will 
change the length of a football 
field, a baseball diamond, a 
basketball 
court, 
bowling 
alleys, or boxing rings. 


But on the other hand, the 
Olympics already have moved 
to the 100-meter dash, and 
standardized metric events in 
swimming and track and field.

! 
Man Is Called ‘Menace’ . 


(IRANI) RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) — A Holland man described by a 
jud^e as “a menace to the community” has drawn prison terms 
after being convicted in two traffic deaths. Kent County Circuit 
Court Judge George Cook made the comments while sentencing 
Gerrit J. Bronkhorst, 40. Bronkhorst drew concurrent terms 
ranging from seven to 15 years for involuntary manslaughter. 
“The one word that can best explain your action is the word 
‘.slaughter,’ which appears in the charges for which you are about 
to Ik* sentenced,” Cook told Bronkhorst. Bronkhorst was convicted 
of killing Maria Rodriquez, 26, of Kalamazoo and 26-year-old Paul 
I loos of Muskegon, in a crash on U.S. 131 Aug. 8. Witnesses tes­ 
tified Bronkhorst’s car was going up to 100 m.p.h. when it 
slammed into the woman’s auto and sent it sailing into the path of 
lloos’ oncoming car. The sentencing does not end Bronkhorst’s 
legal problems. Immediately afterward, an assistant prosecutor 
charged Bronkhorst with a “ fourth felony” which could lead to a 
life sentence. Bronkhorst, who previously has served sentences for 
unarmed robbery, burglary, and conspiracy, stood mute to the 
latest charge.

will be anything but gradual. 


It is possible that package 
sizes will be changed to an even 
500 grams to round off parts of a 
kilogram, rather than to go with 
454 grams (one pound). 


Change when it comes will 
come in two distinct categories. 
When a cook merely converts 
customary 
measures 
into 
grams, he or she is making a 
soft conversion. But when the 
cook goes out and buys a metric 


measuring cup to prepare the 
metric recipe, that is called a 
“hard” conversion. 


Obviously, “hard’’ conver­ 
sions 
mean 
a 
permanent 
change, while “soft” conver­ 
sions are transition changes. 


At any rate, eventually, con­ 
versions will be adjusted or 
rounded off. For instance, the 
55-mile-per-hour speed limit 
converts to 88 kilometers an 
hour. When those new signs go 


up, they will probably read 85 or 
90 kilometers an hour. 


Some experts feel that the 
conversion to metric sizing will 
bring some order to clothing 
sizes. A woman’s size 10 in a 
moderately priced shop is likely 
to be much smaller than a size 
10 in an expensive shop. There 
are also different size systems 
for juniors, pre-teens and girls’ 
or boys’ wear.
